By 8: 30 pm the smell could be 
detected near the De Moulas 
stores, and at 10:30 pm there 
were calls from near the Tewk- 
but Tewksbury 
police received no calls. 

Over 50 calls were received 
by the local police, both tel- 
ephone lines being busy for 
part of the time. 

Wilmington police theorize 
that the gas may have come 
from a plant close to Boston, 
spreading in the Wilmington 
area by reason of an ‘inver- 
sion’ in air temperatures.
